Slightly more than 200 engineers, 
draughtsmen, chemists and other em­ 
ployes are in the Highway Depart­ 
ment administrative offices 
at 
the 
Capitol. 
Each of the ten construc­ 
tion divisions of the department, w'ith 
headquarters 
scattered 
over 
the 
State, has a division staff of about ten 
engineers and other 
employes. 
Be­ 
tween 300 and 350 project engineers 
and inspectors are on the department 
payroll. 
The remainder of the 1/00 
employes of department are in 
the 
maintenance division. 
The letter, 
on Highway

ment stationery, follows:

“ Frequently statements 
are made 
by prominent men of different politi­

fied by the title of “the navy”. 
As a m atter of fact, there was real­ 
ly no navy at all when these rules 
and regulations w ere set forth.

was yet to be created. 
But the de­ 
cision had been made th at there was 
to he a navy, ami th a t was the 
im­ 
portant thing, ami ithe search was 
under way 
for 
suitable 
m erchant 
hips to be refitted for the purpose 
in hand. Th s purpose, bear in mir.d, 
was not pitched battles 
with 
the 
m ighty w arships of the g reat B rit­ 
ish navy, b u t the raiding of enemy 
supply ships for th e double purin>se 
>f annoying the enemy and of secur­ 
ing supplies badly needed by the pa­ 
triot arm y, particularly m ilitary sup­ 
plies. 
In its beginning this little 
navy 
was but a child of the arm y. 
In its 
earliest days its commander was the 
comm ander in chief of the arm y, “ the 
general”, as W ashington 
was com­ 
monly called in the official camp or­ 
ders. 
For its officers, this new navy 
had to draw upon arm y officers 
of 
recent appointm ent to whom “a life 
on the ocean wave, a home of the roll- 
ug deep” was something absolutely 
new, and upon m ariners who knew 
all the craft of the m erchantm an but 
none of the science of the 
fighting 
sailor. 
Quite 
naturally, 
these 
soldiers 
ifloat were f«xr a tim e som ewhat un­ 
certain sailors. Of th eir achievements 
in spite of their handicaps there will 
be frequent reports in this series of 
stories.

the earliest of these was the Pacific 
Railroa«!, 
iuch received its charter 
on M arch 12, 1849. 
Two years later, 
on July 4, 1851. ground was broken 
for this project by Mayor L uther M. 
K enned. 
Civic, m ilitary, railroad and 
state officials joined in m aking this 
event one of great pomp. 
S tate aid was first grant«1«! to rail­ 
roads February 
22, 1851, 
and

soon led to the first big sta te debt. 
The next big railroad debt was 
a 
courtty debt subscribed to during the 
60’# and 70’s. 
It was not possible to 
finance such a pproject 
by 
private 
capital, so it was 
im perative 
that 
state aid be1 secured. 
Many other dit- 
ficukties best early railroad builders 
for th ere was delay in selling bonds 
and the dangers of the cholera sea­ 
son both to add to the hardships.

The main 
business of the short line was pass­ 
enger tral • because there coulil be 
little freight fo r such a short

tance. 
The coaches used w ere cap­ 
able of accommodating sixty persons. 
D uring th. [R*riod from December 23, 
1852 to March 25, 1853, the average 
num ber of people travelling over the 
road daily was 101. 
The charge per 
trip was twenty-five cents, anil for 
the nine days up to December 31, 1852 
the earnings were $108.15. 
The successful beginning of this 
rati 1 road had a 
two-fold 
effect 
on 
transportation an Missouri. 
F irst it 
instituted the m ovement which event­ 
ually killed the steam boat and river 
traffic, and second, it spurred other 
sections «>f the sta te on to renewed 
effort in 
building 
their 
railroads. 
None could foresee th a t the steam ­ 
boat would be antiquated by the in­ 
troduction of th e locomotive, because 
the latter was still in a com parative­ 
ly undeveloped srtage. 
It was meant 
to augment river traffic, and to con­ 
nect the river w ith inland communi­ 
ties. 
The encouragem ent 
to 
other 
sections was indicated by the greater 
interest in railroad conventions held 
throughout the state. 
Branch lines 
connected to the Pacific were planned, 
and its im m ediate extension beyond 
Cheltenham was begun. 
For a decade 
railroad building was carried on with 
fervor. 
By the tim e of th e Cavil W ar 
ther«* had been enough rails la <1

The Pacific 
did 
not 
cross the state until 1865. 
Throughout the early struggles of 
th»* Pacific Railroad the efforts of one 
m an, Thomas Allen, its president, are 
of outstanding prominence. 
Bom in 
Pittsfield, Mass., the son of a clergy­ 
man, he became successively a law­ 
yer, w riter, editor, politician, legis­ 
lator and railroad president. 
He was 
instrum ental in securing 
state 
aid, 
and w*hile in the Legislature he pro­ 
posed many bills of im portance 
to 
railroads. 
He 
was 
M issouri’s first 
railroad president.

How to prevent their 
enforcement is as simple as a sum in 
addition. 
It requires time

money to build a highway. A momon

with little cost by 
blowing 
up 
a 
bridge or felling a tree across 
the 
i*oad. 
This fight now on between the An­ 
ti-Saloon League and the federal ad­ 


ministration is about the best way to 
prevent enforcement of the prohibi­ 
tion laws that one could conceive of. 
Now that certain units of the en­ 
forcement 
advocates 
have 
ceased 
fighting the illegal liquor traffic and 
gone to fighting each other, probably 
the “wete” are in 
high 
glee. 
No 
doubt the scrap is great fun for the 
rum runners and the bootleggers. 
Wayne B. Wheeler of the 
Anti- 
Saloon League and United States Dis­ 
trict 
Attorney 
Buckner 
of 
New 
York have been engaging in a tilt 
aa to the best methods of 
enforce­ 
ment. 
Mr. Buckner’s attitude 
has 
been 
construed to mean that he favors go­ 
ing after the big liquor men, to the 
exclusion of prosecutions of the small 
offenders. “Dry up the sources of 
liquor supply”, 
says 
Mr. 
Buckner, 
“and do not waste <time and money in 
trying to run down the petty boot­ 
leggers”. 
Mr. Wheeler insists on 
throwing 
out one big net and trying to grab 
them all. 
Maybe each is partly in the right 
and partly in the 
wrong. 
Perhaps 
if Mr. Wheeler had made a visit to 
New York and conferred with 
strict 
Attorney Buckner, instead of rushing 
to the White House and 
making 
a 
protest to President Ooolidge, 
the 
Anti-Saloon League counsel and <he 
district attorney might have reached 
an agreement whereby 
they 
could 
pull 
together 
instead 
of 
pulling 
against each other. 
A committee of prohibitionists has 
charged President CooWdge and the 
administration with failure to sup­ 
port the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the Volstead act. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon 
has come out in defense of the 
ad­ 
ministration, 
declaring 
that 
the 
charge is “unjustified and unfounded 
and of such violence that it 
could 
only have come from the radical end 
of the dry organization”. 
The dis satisfied “dry” accuse 
the 


ppresident of moralizing on 
general 
law enforcement, burt of refusing to 
commit his administration to a pol­ 
icy calling for unreserved 
enforce­ 
ment of the liquor laws. 
It has been charged against Sec­ 
retary Mellon that he has never been 
in sympathy 
with 
the 
prohibition 
cause, and that because of this fact 
he will not give the enforcement or­ 
ganizations the support they have a 
right to expect from him. 
We have been under the impression 
that President Cootidge had definite­ 
ly committed himself to the cause of 
prohibition enforcement. 
At a White 
House breakfast, some months ago, 
if we are not mistaken, the president 
discussed the question over his buck­ 
wheat cakes, sausage and coffee, and 
assured his guesto, a committee of 
bone dry advocates, that he would see 
to it, so far as was in his power, that 
the prohibition laws were enforced to 
the letter. 
Whether or not Secretary Mellon 
favored the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead act, we do not know. 
Whatever his personal feeling in the 
matter was 
when 
these 
questions 
were up fer discussion, we ck> not be­ 
lieve that he would take an oath and 
then knowingly violate it. 
We have know 
many 
high-class, 
trustworthy gentlemen who did 
not 
believe in prohibition and we 
have 
known many alleged 
prohibitionists 
who

practice 
what they 
preached after prohibition became 
a 
law o f‘the land. 
We do not believe that any man’s 
reputation for 
truth 
and 
honesty 
should rest alone on his views on the 
liquor question. 
However, these things may be, the 
controversy now

great comfort to the illegal traffick­ 
ers in liquor and materially weaken 
the forces contending against them. 
The longer the fight continues, the 
more difficult it will be to disloge the 
entrenched 
liquor 
interests.—Com­ 
mercial Appeal.
